Lydia M. Bizzell of New Boston, Tex., 
is entitled to a one-thirty-sixth inter- 
est.

Mrs. Bizzell made claim to title 
through the fact that she is a descénd- 
ant of Auguste Conde, who obtained 
the property through grant from the 
King of Spain in 1770. 

She is the daughter of Thomas Rector, 
who sold the property in 1856 at a very 
low price. The contention of Mrs. Biz- 
zell was that Rector had given a: full 
w-rranty deed to .the property when 
he had only a life interest in it, This 
contention is upheld by Judge allen. 


Property Left in Trust. 

Mrs. Bizzell is a daughter of Lydia 
Rector, who died in St. Louls in 1853. 
The fact that Mrs. Bizzell had a claim 
to the property now in litigation was 
made known in a letter written to her 
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life of a recluse in a shed in the rear 
of an ice plant where he was employed. 
He brooded constantly over his wife’s 
death. 
Sunday afternoon his 14-year-old 
daughter, who lives with the family of 
H. W. Brown, carried a lunch to her 
father. Later his ll-year-old son, Emil, 
visited him. Tandrup wrote a note and 
asked the boy to give it to a druggist. 
The boy found that the note was an 
order for-carbolic acid. Instead of de- 
libering it he took it to Mrs. Brown, 
who telephoned all the druggists in 
| Webster and asked them not to sell acid 
to Tandrup. She also notified Marshal 
Knickman, who went in search of Tand- 
rup. 
The Marshal found that. Tandrup had 
gone to a drug store and asked for car- 
bolic acid, but the druggist said he 
gave him a harmless substitute. 
Tandrup was found dead on the bank 
of the river Des Peres at Brentwood 
at 8 a. m. Monday. An empty acid bot- 
tle from which the druggist’s name had 
been scratched was found near him. 
A physician said he had been dead only 
a short time. 





Oklahoma Banker Found Guilty. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., June 3—Ab- 
ner Davis, former president of the Night 


iton County, a local option town. The 
steward of the club, whose name is 
Robinson, was fined for selling liquor 
without a license. The defense was that 
none but legitimate members of the 
Clover Leafs were served with drinks, 
The State showed that members pur- 
chased cards for $1 and that each card 
contained 10 coupons, each coupon en- 
titling the holder to a drink.

The St. Louis Club de- 
cision, the Court held, did not say a 
corporation, through its agents, could 
sell liquor illegally. 

Recently in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection several men charged with illegal 
sale of liquor have been discharged be- 
cause the evidence showed that the 
drinks were given in exchange for paste- 
board checks, the Court holding that it 
was not proven. that the checks repre- 
sented a monetary valuation. 

Chief Young believes that if the lower 
courts will assess a few $200 fines in 
these cases an appeal to the higher 
courts will show the lid club men where 
they stand.

GIRL WHO TRIES TO. 
STOP RUNAWAY CAR 
ONEOF MANY HURT 


Miss Sunrise A. Rall Tries to 
Work Air Brake—Fears She 
Turned It Wrong Way. 


COACH HITS ,WORK CAR 


Breaking of Trolley on Grand 
Avenue Stuns Motorman— 
Passengers Piled in Aisle. 


Miss Sunrise A. Rail, $216A Penn- 
Sylvania avenue, the only person 
dangerously injured when qa runaway 
Grand avenue car plunged down &@ 
steep grade, Sunday night, at a rate 
of 30 miles an hour and crashed into 
another car at Hickory street, owes 
her injuries to her efforts to prevent 
the collision. 

The motorman had been stunned 
and half blinded by an electric shock 
after the trolley wire had broken, 
and the car, which was crowded 4al- 
most to capacity with passengers, 
raced two blocks with no one at the 
controller. Miss.Rall tried to work 
the air brakes, having run forward 
from her seat for that purpose. She 
said Monday she feared she shoved 
the lever the wrong way. 

She is at the city hospital with both 
legs broken and possibly internal hurts. 
She was buried under the wreckage of 
the vestibule when the runaway car 
crashed into a stationary work car. 

Excitement in Racing Car. 

‘I was going to church with C. E. 
Guehne,”’ she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “We were sitting three seats 
from the front when the trolley wire 
broke. Flames shot up on every side 
and the car began to race down the In- 
cline. 

“Everybody was wildly excited. We 
couldn’t see anything of the motorman 
and I called to Mr. Guehne to run in 
and shut the airbrakes. He went to tne 
vestibule, but didn’t know how to oper- 
ate the machinerv. A motorman once 
showed me how to do it, so I ran in 
and tried my hand. 

“IT felt Mr. Guehne catch me to draw 
me back into the car. Then there was 
a crash and that is all that I remem- 
ber.”’ 

Besires Miss Rall, a dozen other per- 
sons were injured _,one of them seri- 
ously.

Visitors Will Go Ashore at Fort 
Monroe for Round of 
Festivities.

FORT MONROE, Va., June 3.—Presi- 
dent Taft's official welcome of the visit- 
ing German warships here today began 
a round of festivities and official func- 
tions that will end only when the 
squadron weighs anchor for home. 
The Kaiser’s three big fighting ma- 
chines that have come to the United 
States to return the American fleet’s 
visit to Kiel last year, came up to 
Hampton Roads from Lynnhaven Bay 
early this morning, escorted by the 
ships of Admiral Winslow’s third divi- 
sion of the Atlantic fleet. Both squad- 
rons roared out a 2l-gun salute as the 
Mayflower steamed into the roads, with 
President Taft and the German Ambas- 
sador, Count von Bernstorfé. 

German Ships Newly Painted. 

The red rust and salt of a transatlan- 
tic voyage have been removed from the 
German fighters by a coat of gray paint. 
Decks, holystoned and swabbed, glis- 
tened as the sun broke through clouds 
that had threatened a dark day. Every 
ship had been made fit for parade and 
hundreds of colored flags flashed and 
filled in the freshening breeze. 

Just at daybreak the  boatswains’ 
whistles aboard the German ships an- 
nounced the escort of American ships 
approaching. From the bridge of the 
Moltke, the German flagship, a string 
of signal flags broke out and waved a 
message to the Bremen and Stettin. 

The ironclads glided into Hampton 
Roads to the scene of the first battle of 
their kind a half century ago, and the 
ceremonies of official reception pro- 
ceeded. 

President Taft and his party depart 
on the Mayflower later today for W'ash- 
ington, and the German officers will 
follow tomorrow, after they have been 
guests ashore of the officers and men 
of the American ships. 

While the German officers are being 
entertained the German sailors will be 
having @ time with the Yankee tars in 
athletic contests and other entertain- 
ment. When the German officers arrive 
fin Washington Tuesday there will be an 
exchange of official visits and a lunch- 
eon at the German Embassy, and the 
officers will be guests at dinner at the 
White House Wednesday. Later they 
return to their ships and the squadron 
moves to New York, where another 
round of entertainments is waiting. 

National Airs Changed, 

The German ships had been at an- 
chor several days just inside the Vir- 
ginia capes. As they steamed slowly 
into the roads convoyed by part of the 
welcoming squadron, the big American 
battleships and cruisers at anchor, the 
Louisiana, North Dakota, Delaware, 
New Hampshire, Florida, South Carolina 
and Utah dressed ship to welcome the 
foreigners. Ships bands on the after 
decks of the flagships Florida and Molt- 
ke exchanged national airs ag the Ger- 
man ships passed between the Ameri- 
can lines, turned about In a graceful cir- 
cle and drew up alongside. 

The Moltke anchored near the Florida 
and Admiral von Rebeur-Paaschewitz 
with his officers immediately called on 
Admiral Ward, the senior American 
commander present, aboard the Florida. 
The two sailor princes, Henry of Reuss, 
and Christian von Hessen, took their 
places in the party, merely as Heuten- 
ants of the line. 

As President Taft and the welcoming 
party aboard the Mayflower steamed 
by in review of the combined line of 
ships, the jackies of both fleets manned 
the rails. The Germans cheered. The 
Mayflower then took up a position near 
the Moltke and President Taft went 
aboard to welcome the German Admiral. 
Following these formalities, officers 
of both fleets were taken aboard the 
Mayflower for lunch with the Presi- 
dent.

Judge Allen in the Circult Court 
Monday handed down a decision in 
the condemnation suit brought by the 
city against Christian Brothers Col- 
lege and 150 other owners of prop- 
erty on King’s highway from Easton 


avenue to Penrose street, the effect 
of which is to invalidate the ordir 
nance providing for the widening of 
King’s highway boulevard. 

The city in March, 1909, passed an 
ordinance by which an ordinance 
adopted in 1907 was repealed, The 
latter ordinance provided for the es- 
tablishment of a boulevard from 
Easton avenue to Penrose street on 
King’s highway. The new ordinance 
made changes in the width of the 
proposed boulevard. 

Commissioners were appointed to as- 
sess the property along the proposed 
improvement. These commissioners 
found that the city should pay $18,099.05 
of the cost of the improvement and the 
property owners $46,794.40. To this find- 
ing certain property owners objected, 
claiming that the ordinarice was illegal 
because it had been passed without a 
petition of two-thirds of the property 
owners affected. 

The objecting property owners claimed 
that the first ordinance enhanced the 
value of the property affected by the 
proposed improvement, and that they 
had the right to enjoy the benefits from 
it,.and that the new ordinance would 
benefit the city generally and that the 
property owners should not be made to 
pay the amount asked. 

Judge Alien, in holding the last ordi- 
nance invalid, passed on the objections 
of W. B. Thompson and August H. 
Eiler. 

The test suit filed was brought against 
Ada E. Blossom and Jesse McDonald, 
executors of the estate of Howard A. 
Blossom. 

The Court reserved a decision as to 
the objections of other property own- 
ers. 

The first ordinance widened the street 
to 150 feet and made of it a boulevard. 
The second simply provided for the 
widening of the street. Benefit dis- 
tricts created provided for the con- 
demnation of property on the proposed 
boulevard.

The-prices of beef are said to be the highest 
‘known in 30 years. As no remarkably high range of 
prices was recorded in the ’80s, this must mean 
the highest in the history of the country, barring 
the inflated currency prices of war times. : 
But fresh beef pays a duty of one and one 
half cents a pound. Preserved beef pays a duty 
of 25 per cent ad valorem. Cattle more than 
one year old and valued at more than $14 a 
head pay @ duty of 2742 per cent.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL MAJOR’S TAX PLEA. 

In the list of reasons why he snould be nomi- 
nated for, Governor,.which Attorney-General Ma- 
jor offers the Democratic voters of the State, is 
the following, numbered 6: 

Because he prevented the trebling of the tax 
on every farm and city home in Missouri. 
The only way Attorney-General Major could 


prevent the increase of taxes on farms and homes 
in the State was by preventing the equalizing of 
assessments by the State Board of Equalization. 
By voting against the equalizing of assessments 
throughout the State, the Attorney-General did 
not prevent the increase of taxation on St. Louis 
homes. On the contrary, his action overbur- 
dened St. Louis homes to lighten taxes on farms 
and village property. 

Assessments on St. Louis homes and other real 
property average 75 per cent of the actual value. 
In the counties they range from 20 to 50 per 
cent.

opposition, as they would be if the sun, 
the earth and Jupiter were in line, with 
the earth bétween the two, the Callisto’s 
journey was considerably more than 
380,000,000 miles, the mean opposition dis- 
tance. As they wished to start by day- 
light—iL e., from the side of the earth 
turned toward the sun—they could not 
steer immediately for Jupiter, but were 
obliged to go a few hundred miles in 
the direction of the sun, then change 
their course to something like a tangent 
to the earth, and get their final right 
direction in swinging near, the moon. 
since they must be comparatively near 
some material object to bring apergy 
into play. 

The.maximum power being turned on, 
the projectile shot from the earth with 
tremendous and rapidly increasing speed 
by the shortest course—i. e., a straight 
line—so that for the present it was not 
necessary to steer. Until beyond the 
limits of the atmosphere they kept the 
greatest apergetic repulsion focused on 
the upper part of their cylinder, so that 
its point went first, and they encoun- 
tered least possible resistance. Looking 
through the floor windows, therefore, 
the travelers had a most superb view.
